Receivers Take Charge of 
Both of the Firm’s Houses.

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 


Almost Two and One-Half Mill- 
ions Are Involved. 


COULD NOT SECURE CASH. 


Unsuccessful Mission of One Member 
of the Firm. 


HISTORY OF THE FAILED HOUSE. 


The James H. Walker company was placed 
in the hands of receivers yesterday afternoon. 
The receivers appointed by Judge Windes of 
the Circuit Court are William A. Mason, 
Treasurer of the company, and the Chicago 
Title and Trust company. The estimated lia- 
bilities are $2.400;000, with assets difficult to 
determine, but said to be as large as the lia- 
bilities. The order of the court provides for 
a contiuation of the business as heretofore. 
The receivers took possession of the whole- 
sale and retail houses of the company at Mar- 
ket and Adams streets and Wabash avenue 
and Adams streets at 2 o’clock yesterday. 
The receivers decided last night to close both 
establishments for a few days for the purpose 
of taking an inventory of stock. A meeting 
of creditors is called for next Saturday. 

The failure was discussed generally in 


financial circles, and one man who has known 


of every effort made by the firm to get money 
declared that if perfect harmony had pre- 
yailed among all the members of the com- 
pany the assignment would not have oc- 
eurred. ** The policy that wrecked the house,“ 
said he, was that of.‘ too much buying and 
too much*borrowing.’ Then, again, it is not 
good business policy to allow any one mem- 
‘ber of a company to owe it more than his in- 
. terest in it.“ ä 
It was known several months ago that the 
J. H. Walker company was in financial dis- 
tress, Columbus R. Cummings, the largest 
‘stockholder, was in New York all the week 
trying to raise the necessary cash to save 
the firm, but with securities, partly govern- 
ment bonds, failed to secure the desired cap- 
ital. He returned yesterday and the receiver- 
ship was decided upon. 


As soon as the notice of the receivership had | 


been posted on the doors of the wholesale and 
retail stores this notice was sent to all credit- 


ors: 
Dear Sir: We, regret to report that it has 


been found necessary to place the company in 


the hands of receivers. This action was deter- 
mined on after every effort at home and abroad 
was made to obtain funds to meet the obligations 


: ‘of the company. It has been done in order to 
4 preserve the property intact and obtain the best 
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results for all parties concerned. 

The plan is to liquidate the retail store, which 
bas not been profitable, and go on with the 
wholesale, which has been profitable.

Complaints Leading te the Assignment, 
The assignment was made in response to 


the complaint of A. D. Juillard, John B.

Claflin company, Cornelius N. Bliss, and 
George B. Fabian, comprising the firm of 
Bliss, Fabian & Co., New York creditors, and 
Columbus R. Cummings, William B. Howard, 
Irving T. Hartz, and E. Noa of Chicago. E. 
Noa, shortly before application was made to 
Judge Windes in the Circuit Court for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the company, en- 
tered.a confession of judgment against the 
concern for $5,494.72. 

Attorney Buffy, representing J. H. Walker, 
suggested the names of William A. Mason, 
Treasurer of, the company, and James H. 
Walker, President, for receivers. Mr. 
Walker was öbjected to by other stockholders 
in the company. Columbus R. Cummings 
was willing to have Mr. Mason act as one of 
the receivers, but wished the name of C. C. 
Lay, Vice-President, substituted for that of 
Mr. Walker. Mr. Bury said in support of 
Mr. Walker’s appointment that business 
houses in New York, who were creditors to 
the amount of $2,000,000, had extended the 
firm credit largely on Mr. Walker’s personal 
and commercial standing. He also pro- 
duced several telegrams from New 
York creditors in which they. ex- 
pressed a willingness that the firm 
should go into the hands of a receiver and 
intimated that they would prefer to have 
some responsible guarantee or trust company 
take control of the business. The court acted 
upon this suggestion and William A. Mason 
and the Chicago Title and Trust company 
were appointed receivers with bonds at 8500, 
000. The court also announced that a third 


receiver would be appointed this morning to 


act with the two named. This third appoint- 

ment will be made largely upon the sugges- 

tions of a number of New York creditors of 

the company, who are expected here this 

morning to hold a meeting for that purpose 
and to examine the affairs of the firm. 


Hope to Resume Soon. 


It is given out that the James H. Walker 
company is hopeful of being able to resume 
business at no distant day. At the creditors’ 
meeting next Saturday it is expected that 
some plan of reorganization or resumption 
will be effected. 

The total liabilities of the firm are placed at 

. $2,400,000.‘ No statement is made as to the 
assets ¢xcept that the firm hopes to pay dol- 
lar for dollar. Of this indebtedness are the 
claims of the following: A. D. Juillard, New 
York, $120,000; Bliss, Fabian & Co. of New 
York, $200,000; John B. Claflin company, 
New York, $30,000; Union National Bank of 
Chicago, $53,000, almost all secured by col- 
lateral. : 

The company was organized Dec. 27, 1802. 
The capital stock is $1,500,000. The stock- 
holders are James H. Walker, James H. 
Walker Jr., Columbus R. Cummings, Will- 
jam D. Howard, and Irving T. Hartz. Mr. 
Cummings is said to be the largest stock- 
holder. Next to him Mr. Walker ‘owns the 

largest block of stock. The officers of the 
company are James H. Walker, President; 
Charles C. Lay, Vice-President; William A. 
Mason, Treasurer; and Irvmg T. Hartz, Sec- 


Assets Cannot Be Made Up. 


The firm’s assets consist of open accounts 
and notes of face value of $1,000,000 and a 
large quantity of dry goods and other mer- 
chandise in the wholesale and retail stores. It

ness. 

In the United States Court yesterday Emil 
Oelberman and Louis F. Donnerich of New 
Vork, trading as Oelberman, Donnerich & 
Co., commenced an action in assumpsit 
against James H. Walker, Columbus R. Cum- 
mings, George S. Willits, W. B. Howard, and 
C. H. Magoon to recover an indebtedness of 
$40,000. 

A Little Excitement at the Stores. 

There was a good deal of quiet excitement 
yesterday among the employésin the whole 
sale store when William A. Mason returned 
from the courts and nailed up a notice on the 
door about 2 o’elock. It read: 

This store in charge of Chicago Title and Trust 
company and W. A. Mason receivers. | 

In a crowd they formed inside the vestibule 
and waited in suspense for further develop- 
ments. There were none. Not one of the 
doors was closed and with this assurance the 
employés turned back to their work. 

After Mr. Mason had put up the notice he 
drove over to the retail store on Adams street. 
Here the employés were too busy waiting on 
customers to know much about what was 
being done. It was not until late 
in the afternoon that many of them 
knew the receiver’s signs were in the 
windows. The outside public did not seem to 
pay much attention to the notices either, and 
business went along as usual. Assistant Man- 
ager Field said that so far as customers and 
employés were concerned the receivership 
would not make’ the slightest difference. 
„We shall go right along as usual,“ he said, 
until next Tuesday, when we shall close 
down for a few days to take stock.“ 

Mr. Mason, who has acted as Treasurer for 
the concern, said: We do not expect to be 
I cannot yet 
say how matters stand, but the assets largely

The Retail House Caused the Loss. 

James H. Walker was seen last evening at 
the wholesale store at Market and Adams 
streets. He was seated at his desk at work as 
complacently as if nothing had happened out 
He said: Well, the cause 
which led up to this is that we were doing too 
much business for our capital in a time like 
this.“ 

** What led to the time like this?“ 

I] don’t care to enter into that.“ 

* Did the wholesale or retail trade prove the 
most unprofitable? ”’ 

“The retail store did the losing. It was a 
It 
stood out of the current of trade and was al- 
ways a losing venture. The wholesale house 
always was a paying investment. The busi- 
ness shows a. large surplus and it will pay out 
dollar for dollar. We could not get the usual 
bank accommodations. No matter how 
kindly they felt toward us they had no ready 
money. 


It is said that Marshall Field came to your 


aid yesterday in the payment of a large sum 


of money.“ 


„Had I gone to Mr. Field and said to him: 
‘If you can let me have $200,000 I believe I 
can pull through,’ I have no doubt he would 
have given me the money. I thought all over 
the matter carefully as to securing funds 
from Chicago friends. I did not want to place 
in jeopardy money like, say, $250,000, that I 
might borrow from Mr. Field, and similar 
amounts from other friends, so I decided to 
take this course.“ ¥ 

How do you mean by decided to take this 
course?’ Was not the house closed by a 
creditor ?’’ 

„No, sir. Not in the ordinary acceptation 
of the term. There have been no suits, no 
judgments, no attachments against this 
house. The note in favor of Edward Noa was 
created for the express purpose of bringing 
about a receivership. We considered that 
would de a better way of settling up the busi- 
ness than to let it go further in the present 
state of the money market.”’ 

„Who is Nea?’ 

“The engineer of the building?” 

Expects to Realize on the Goods. 

„This house has not failed. It threw itself 
into the hands of a receiver because by so do- 
‘ing the goods can be better realized on and 
more nearly their complete value can be ob- 
tained. The liabilities are up in the two 
million figures somiewhere. I could not give 
the exact figures. The larger creditors in- 
clude the best manufacturers and merchants. 
We have dealt together many years and al- 
ways on the terms of the greatest liberality. 
The firm’s assets will run several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars above the liabilities. 

I succeeded to the A. T. Stewart & Co. 
business here. I opened the wholesale depart- 
ment eleven years ago, and seven years ago the 
retail department. The wholesale department 
always paid; the retail ever lost money. Our 
sales are in excess of $8,000,000 a year. We 
have 1,800 employés about equally divided 
between the wholesale and retail departments. 
We have sixty traveling salesmen and our 
goods go to all parts of the world. 

“The wholesale house will be conducted as it 
has been, doubtless, by the -receivers. It is 
paying. The retail house will be kept open 
and closed out by forced sales at cheap prices 
as rapidly as possible. The retail stock is an 
enormously large one. It will probably re- 
quire until the end of the year to wind it up.“ 

In thedocunients filed in court yesterday 
creating the receivership for the retail store 
privilege was given to the receivers in dis- 
posing of the retail stock to fill up vacancies 
in lines of goods necessary to hold the run- 
ning trade required in closing out the goods. 
This does not allow them, however, to start 
new lines or replenish staples to the extent of 
reintroducing a sold-out line. 

Mr. Walker’s Position is Stated. 

Attorney William Bury of Runnells & Bury, 
who represents Mr. James H. Walker, when 
seen in regard to the failure, said: 

„It is almost impossible to state at this 
time what the amount of the company’s act- 
ual assets would foot up. By good. manage- 
ment, however, Mr. Walker is hopeful that 
the company will be able to pay out. To do 
this it will require the best possible manage- 
ment, and will not permit of much shrikage 
in collaterals. This is the best that can be 
said at this time.” 

Frow Mr. Bury it was also learned that Mr 
James H. Walker is personally responsible 
for $300,000 of the company’s indebtedness.

BLAND WILL FIGHT IT | 


PROPOSES TO INTRODUCE A FREE 
OOINAGE BILL AT on. 


It Will Provide for the Repeal of the Sher- 
man Act and the Enactment of the 
Measure Which Provides Unlimited 
Coinage at the Ratio of 16 to 1—North- 
western Members Object to the Pian 
te Depose Springer and Bland and Ele- 
vate Southern Men. . 
Wasnuineror, D. C, Aug. 4.—As soon after 
Congress meets as it mes practicable Mr. 
Bland, the leader of the silver forces in the 
House, will introduce a bill embodying the 
views of the silver men. It will provide for 
the repeal of the Sherman purchasing act and 
substitute therefor the free coinage of silver 


‘at the present ratio of 16 to 1. That,“ said 


Mr. Bland, “ will be the ground upon which 
we will make the fight, although there has 
been no definite plan agreed upon.”’ 

He recognizes that men could honestly 
differ as to the ratio, but that was a miatter 
that should be settled in the party itself. 
Upon the of both gold and silver as money 
ata parity the Democratic party could not 
differ. If acompromise measure increasing the 
ratio was reached he said he saw no reason 
why the present dollar should not be kept in’ 
circulation as it was now. He proposed, how. 
ever, with all his power to resist any increase 
in the ratio. 

Arbitrary Action of Carlisle. 

The attitude of the Treasury Department in 
refusing to buy silver was arbitrary aud un- 
called for, Mr. Bland said, but there was no 
ground for-the talk that the Secretary could 
be impeached. The law gave him the discre- 
tion he was exercising and that was one of the 
mistakes of a law that was, as he looked at it, 
full of mistakes. He had warned the friends 
of silver on this point when the bill came up 
for consideration in the House. ! 

The Bland-Allison act was superior in the 
respect that it did not give the Secretary 
this power, but required him to purchase a 
specific amount. If the United States, Mexi- 
co, and South American countries, together 
with the countries of Asia to the west, were to 
agree upon a common ratio, Mr. Bland 
thought, the United States would have all the 
trade it wanted and would thereby. force 
Europe to cometothe use of silver as a 
money. 

Mr. Biand said that he had not seen the 
Speaker, and when it was suggested to him 
that some of his friends in the East would be 
glad to see him off the Committee on Coin- 
age he only smiled and replied that they could 
not at any rate run him off the floor of the 
House. The champion of silver declared that 
there would be a bitter fight against any at- 
tempt to change the rules su that a closure 
provision might be incorporated. 

Object to Deposing Springer and Bland. 

As Representatives come in there is dissatis- 
faction with the plan of deposing Messrs. 
Springer and Holman from the Chairman- 
ships of the Ways and Means and Appropria- 
tions Committees. The dissatisfaction exists 
only among the Northern and Northwestern 
members, and is of a sectional character. 
Friends of the two gentlemen threatened with 
deposition are calling attention to what they 
declare is an apparent purpose to place the 
entire organization of the House in the hands 
of the Soutbern States. 

This sectional view of the situation is being 


‘disseminated with the idea of arousing senti- 


ment to such a degree that both Mr. 
Springer and Mr. Holman may be kept at 
the heud of 


Whether it is countenanced by them is a ques- 
tion, but if they are retained in their. chair- 
manships this consideration will have had a 
great deal to do with changing the Speaker’s 
mind. The following statement of. the situa- 
tion is explained by one of the most intimate 
associates of Mr. Springer: It is well known 
that Springerand Holman are the only two 
prominent Northern men who have held im- 
portant chairmanships. It is now intended 
to take away from the North even these two 
chairmanships and give them to the South. 
The plan is to displace Holman with Sayers 
of Texas and to displace Springer with Wil- 
son of West Virginia. This will give the 
South all of the choice chairmanships. Aside 
from that it will establish the principle that 
the South has now seen fit to assert its author- 
ity and assume control of the house when a 
Democratic victory has been secured. 

It is also pretty well established that the 
free silver forces are working in secret to dis- 
place Springer and Holman, as they do not 
want Northern men who are opposed to free 
silver on the important committees. 

Fight for Places Is Hot. 


The fight over Sergeant-at-Arms and Door- 
keeper is getting exceedingly lively. It is as 
hot a contest as there has been in years. As 
to the first-named office there is stiH consider- 
able doubt. The exact status of the Ohio del- 
egation has not yet been fixed. Members are 
expected to get together tonight and see what 
they can do to settle the question. It is seri- 
ously doubted, however. whether it will be 
possible for the friends of either Yoder or 
Johnson to secure the udoption of the unit 
rule in the delegation. As appearances now 
indicate, the Ohio delegation will split, and 
two candidates from that State will be pre- 
sented to the caucus. Mr. Snow is in good 
spirits, and his friends hope to benefit by the 
divided state of the Ohio men. Messrs. 
Cable, Foreman, Owen Scott, and others of 
the Illinois delegation are making things live- 
ly in the interests of their candidate, and, 
while not claiming a sure thing, say Mr. Snow 
has an excellent fighting chance. 

A peculiar state of affairs has developed in 
connection with the contest over the Door. 
keepership. Not one of the three candidates 
for this office is backed by the solid delega- 
tion from his own State. Amos Cummings 
says that there are at least a half-dozen mem- 
bers of the New York delegation against Ice- 
man Turner’s reélection. The effect of this 
announcement has been felt this morning 
and the “‘iceman’s”’ stock has fallen several 
points. E. B. Smith finds that one of the 
thirteen. nembers of the Texas delegation, 
upon whose solid support he was counting, 
will not vote for him. Of the Tennessee dele. 

gation Mr. Hurt can only count upon five, the 
other three having promised to support Mr. 
Turner. Thus the peculiar situation will be 
presented to the caucus tomorrow night of six 
candidates for two offices only one of which 
candidates, Mr. Snow; is the unanimous choice 
of the delegation from his own State.

MILITARY CHANGES TO BE MADE. 


Secretary Lamont to Consider Transfers of 
Regiments—For Civil Appointments. 
Wasuinetros, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.}—

Unless the Secretary should decide to fill some 
of the vacant Second Lieutenancies from civil- 
jans, these are the only army appointment 
at his disposal until Gen, Williams retires and 
makes way for the. appointment of a new Ad- 
jutant-General in November next. It is prob- 
able that the administration will conclude to 
make several civilian appointments. There 
are four vacancies whith could be legiti- 
mately filled from civil life and there is great 
pressure among young politicians ambitious 
for shoulder straps to secure the coveted bil- 
lets. 


GROVER CLEVELAND ON HIS WAY HOME. 


With Secretaries Carlisle and Lamont He 
Takes the Special Train. 

Fars, Rrver, Mass., Aug. 4.—The President 
put in a full day’s rest today at Gray Gables 
in order that he would be better able to stand 
the long and continuous trip to Washington. 
Secretaries Carlisle and Lamont were with 
him, the President and Mr. Carlisle taking one 
carriage in the drive to the station and Col. 
Lamont and Skipper Wright the other. The 
President was attired in a dark eack suit and 
wore a derby hat. Mrs. Cleveland did not 
accompany them to the depot. The 
Presidential party boarded the 4:45 
o’clock steamboat train, on which was 
Attorney-General Olney, and occupied a spe- 
cial Pullman car tendered by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad. Division 
Superintendent French was on hand 
to see that all arrangements were 
carefully carried out. The first stop 
was at Buzgzard’s Bay, where quite a 
number of people were waiting. To repeated 
calls the President bowed and smiled. At 
Onset Junction a few people peered into 
the window, but the President was 
on the other side of the car, and 
they only saw Col. Lamont. When the 
train reached Middleboro there was quite 
a crowd waiting. Of the hundred or more 
present two-thirds were ladies and boys. 
There was no demonstration whatever. The 
train waited ten minutes, during which 
time the crowd stood and stared into the 
windows, until the train was off. 
The train was run express to Myricks, 
where the New Bedford train was taken out. 
The next stop was at Fall River. There were 
several hundred at the wharf, and as the Pres- 
ident passed along he was cheered, and 
acknowledged the reception by lifting his hat 
and bowing. On reaching the steamer Puri- 
tan at 7 o’clock he went immediately to his 
stateroom.

reflect upon the said committee, and thereby to 
detract from its dignity and character and to im- 
pair its efficiency in the discharge of the most 
important functions and duties committed to it 
by this body; and further, that the act of one of 
its ewn members in making such statement and 
giving publicity thereby is clearly derogatoty to 
the privileges of said committee and this body, 
and it therefore expresses its unqualified disap- 
probation thereof.

Mrs. Meredith was called upon to state her 
side of the cuse. She told the board that the 
Committee of Awards had great difficulty in 
agreeing on nominations, charging the blame 
chiefly to Mrs. Ball. As Secretary, she said, 
Mrs. Ball had persistently worked in the in- 
terests of the Awards committee of the com- 
mission and against those of the board. Her 
partiality for the commission had from the 
first placed the committee in an embarrassing 
position, Mrs. Meredith said, and had hindered 
its work. 

Mrs. Brayton of South Carolina made a 
non-germain statement regarding her dif- 
ferences with her colleague, Miss Cunning- 
ham, which was listened to patiently.

DAYS OF DEEP GLOOM IN COLORADO. 


Depressing Conditions Follow the Closing 
of the Silver Mines. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 4.—[Special.}—Time 
brings no improvement in the conditions of 
affairs in the mining districts of this State. 
In the Leadville section, which includes the 
County of Lake and ie kiiown as the richest 
silver producing territory.in the world, com- 

lete stagnation prevails; and scarcely a mine 
2 in operation. here one year ago 15,000 
men were employed at wages ranging 
from $8 to $4. per day, the total num- 
ber of men at work do not exceed 
200, and most of these at reduced wages. 
Men are begging for bread-or tramping from 
camp to camp in expectation of striking some- 
thing in the placer mines which have been 
worked and reworked. This will not onl 
apply to the Leadville country, but it wi 
hold good in every re — in the State. 

The opinion has gone abroad that the dis- 
continuance of work in.the mines cannot se- 
riously affect the growth and prosperity of 
the city, but this a mistaken. idea. It 
is a well-known- fact that Denver is 
the great depot of the whole of 
the mining territory of the State, 
and the whole Northwest as well. 
The owners of the great stores and works are 
sitting about their doors patiently waiting for 
something to turn up, but unhesitatingly de- 
clare that the cloud which is now about tiem 
E nothing to cheer and make glad the 

rt of the man who is long on silver. Present 
conditions affect nearly every man in the 
State, and all of the industries, infantile as 
well as those of mature years. Every mer- 
chant in the State and every trade is indirect- 
ly interested in the bullion that is dug from 
the earth, and with none being dug 


the whole State must be 5 10 the 
brink of — bankruptcy. his is 
nota mere guess, but it a fact which is 


borne out by the statements of the business- 
men and the bankers of this city, who hold their 
breath as they contemplate the outcome of 
the next few months. 

Early in the season times were very pros- 
perous and merchantsin mining ae and 
the surrounding towns ordered ver eavily 
of the wholesalers, who in turn placed the 
largest orders ‘hat they ever made. Then 
the crash came and the small dealers can- 
celed their orders, which compelled the 
wholesalers in this city to do the same. Now 
the stores are comparatively empty with no 
immediate prospect of selling what stocks 
are on hand. In almost every camp 


nothing but empty cabins or miners who are 


on the very verge of poverty meet the gaze. 
In this city only as long ago as last Saturday 
each of the leading merchants discharged half 
the clerks that were inhis employ. Banks 
have let out their clerks and the professional 
men have sent their stenographers to their 
homes, ; 

The question is frequently asked why the 
men do not turn from mining pursuits and 
engage in farming in the fertile valleys that 
lie between the mountain ranges. This is 
easily answered by one of the old-timers and 
a business-man of this city, who in conversa- 
tion today said: 

It is true that 5,000 of the miners could go to 
raising wheat, corn, and produce, but what would 
they do with what they raised? It is too far to 
ship to Chicago or any of the Eastern markets 
and with all ofthe mines idle the product 
of one large arm would glut the 
home market and send prices down 
to the lowest ebb. No, we are silver producers 
and therein rests the whole of our future pros- 


perity. With that we go higher than the clouds, 
and without that we go lower than the depths of 


the grave. There is nothing left for us but mines 
and mining. 

That the camp on the river front where 
provisions have been doled gout for 
a week or more must go is a 
thing that -has been fully decided 
upon by the taxpayersof this city. They state 
that they are anxious for the welfare of the 
occupants thereof, but that it is a case of self- 
preservation, and that they cannot afford to 
give food and assistance to strangers when 
their own children may be crying for bread 
before the coming of another winter.

BOSTON’S FIRST WHIPPING-POST. 


It Was Painted Red and Stood in the Most 
Public Street In the Town. 

Boston Herald: The first whipping-post in 
Boston was erected in front of the old meet- 
ing-house. This old meeting-house, the First 
Church of Boston, was an unpretentious 
structure of wood, and was situated on State 
street, on the ground which is now occupied 
by Brazer’é building, and init preached the 
first ministers of the town—John Wilson and 
John Cotton—and th ther went to worship 
John Winthrop and Richard Bellingham and 
all their zealous puritanical followers. The 
church remained here until 1640. when it 
was removed tothat part of what we now 
call Washington street, nearly opposite the 


head of State street, on the site of the present 


Rogers Building. 

But the whipping-post remained in its origi- 
nal position for some years afterward, until 
it was removed to near the West street 
gate of the Common, and public whippings, 


whether deserved or not, continued to be in- 


flicted as late as 1808. 

Samuel Breck, in his Recollections,”’ says: 
“The large whipping-post, painted red, stood 
conspicuously and permanently in the most 
public street in town. It was piaced in State 
street, directly under the windows of a great 
writing school which I frequented, and —— 
them the scholars were indulged in the s 
tacke of all kinds of punishment palted to 
harden their hearts and tantalize their feel 
ings. Here women were taken from a huge 
cage, in which they were dragged on wheels 
from prison. and tied to the post, with bare 
backs, on which thirty or forty lashes were 
bestowed, amid the screams of the culprits 
and the uproar of the mob. A little farther 
in the street was to be seen the 
three or four fellows fastened by 
hands, and standing for an hour in that hel 
less posture, exposed to gross and cruel insult 
from the multitude, who. pelted them inces- 
santly with rotten eggs and every repulsive 
kind of garbage that could be collected.“ 

Almost every kind of misdemeanor was 
punishable with whipping, and the number of 
stripes varied according tothe enormity of the 
offense. Here are some of the instances: 
The 30th of November, 1630, and possibly 
before the regular whipping-post was set up, 
a man was whipped for shooting ata fowl on 
the Sabbath day—whether he hit her or not 
is another matter. There was a — bit of 
humor enacted at the court on this day, for 
the first business transacted was to fine one 
of the assistants £5 for whipping two persons 
without another of assistants being 
present, as the act provided, 

On the 4th of September, 1633, a man was 
ordered to be severely whipped for . curs. 
ing, swearing, then justifying the same and 
glorying in itꝰ; and another man, whohad sold 
a gun, pistol, powder, and shot to Monlowam. 
“avd (Sagamore James), was whipped and 

randed in the face with a hot iron. Dec. 9, 
1640, one Mrs. Oliver was whipped for re. 
proaching the magistrates, and she “stood 
without trying and bore her punishment with 
a masculine spirit, glorying in her suffering.” 
But there was something more, for some time 
after “she had a cleft stick put on her tongue 
half an hour for reproaching the elders.”

At the Moment His Failure to Pay a Sal- 
ance Due the Clearing-House Is Posted 
in the Board of Trade He Blows His | 
Brains Out in His Office=Despondency | - 
Drives the Veteran Operator to Seek His

At the moment that Nelson Vankirk’s fail- 
ure to pay the clearing-house $56.25 was 
posted on the bulletin board of tne Board of 
Trade he put a revolver to his head and blew 
out his brains in his office, No. 411 Rialto 


A succession of financial reverses led up to 
the suicide by natural progression. He was 
only a trader in a small way upon the board, 
but he had been a rich man once, and the ina- 
bility to raise this small amount led him to 
end his troubles by the revolver route. 

He failed in business on the board about 
two months ago, settled up, and resumed, His 
trading for the last year or two had been 
small and for over a year had persistently 
been against him. His money was exhausted 
over a year ago and since then he has been 
getting along as best he could. Yesterday the 
Clearing-House balance was against him 
$56.25. His clerk, Robert Knox, who lives 
at Winnetka, took him a check to sign for the 
balance. He put it off. saying he would meet 
the clerk at 10:50 at the entrance to the 
Rialto Building. He went towards the Conti- 
nental Bank, where he kept an account. 
11 o’clock he met the clerk and told the lat- 
ter to wait for him, went to the office and 
locked the door, sat down in his revolving 
chair, and blew his brains out.

Great Fall in Prices of Wool Due to Un- 
certainty—Clothing Will Be Cheaper. 

O. W. Butts, a Chicago wool-buyer, who 
reached home last night from a two months’ 
trip in Texas, says: ‘‘ Texans are diagusted 
with the inaction of the Demécratic adminis- 
tration as to the tariff question. Nobody 
knows what it will do. Texas men are selling 
fine wool, ‘extra and above,’ for 7 and 8 
cents a pound.

THE HEART OF THE SILVER QUESTION. 

A large part of the wearisomely long and 
verbose preamble and declaration by the 
monometallic silver convention is devoted to 
denouncing the dropping of the silver dollar 
in 1873 from the revised coindge act. The 
members of the convention groaned and 
sweat over that old story, objurgating acts and 
motives, and torturing fac a vain effort 
to prove that we ought to restore the condi- 
tion of things preceding 1878. It is strange 
they should howl over the 
of the silver dollar twenty years ago, 
especially as in 1878 Congress remone- 
tized silyer, made it a full legal tender, and 
the Treasury has bought froni the miners and 
manufactured into money half a billion dol - 
lars of the white metal, and today holds a 
larger quantity of standard silver than 
any civilized country in the world except 
France. 

Surely that enormous coinage should pla- 
cate them, but it does not. ‘They continue to 
denounce the Sherman law, though wanting 
to hold to that act till they can get free | coin- 
age of 371 grain dollars worth 54 per cent. 
They tind fault with the Sherman law because 
it limits the quantity of metal to be purchased 
and provides that the silver must be bought at 
its market value and must be kept at parity 
with gold. They want the free coinage of sil- 
ver at the rate of 371 grains to the dollar 
or at the old ratio of 16 to 1, and because 
they cannot get that ratio their leaders talk 
of blood up to the bridles, secession from the 
Union, and other foolish and absurd things. 
Because Cleveland does not indorse their dis- 
honest scheme they denounce him as a Hes- 
sian from Buzzard’s Bay.“ 

What they refuse to forget and forgive is the 
fact that the government took steps to - 
vent resumption in free coinage silver dol 
in 1879, then worth 89 cents each, but pro- 
vided for keeping up by artificial means 
purchasing power of the silver dollar to. a 
parity with gold dollars and has maintained 
bimetallism since 1878, for which these fel- 
lows pretend to be crying out. The fact is 


the silver monometallisni which they want. 
They try to the best of their ability to conceal 
the true motive for their denunciation of the 
parity policy of the goverment, 

The idea of these silver monometallists is, 
that if in 1873 the silver dollar had not been 
dropped from the list of United States coins 
we should have resumed six years later in 
silver dollars, then worth 89 cents, because of 
the demonetization of silver by Germany and 
the suspension of silver coinage by France 
‘and the other members of the Latin Union. 
It is the height of folly to suppose we could 
have maintained silver at a commercial 
parity of 16 to 1 under such conditions, and 
these silver cranks do not believe it could be 
done. The Latin Unioh comprised about 
100 millions of people, and Germany 40 
millions, the two making nearly half the 
population of Europé, which stopped the 
making of more silver into legal tender 
money twenty years ago. Germany did not 
demonetize its old silver though changing to 
a gold standard; and France and the Latin 
Union are still bimetallic, except that they 
have ceased to coin or make any new legal 
tender silver coins. 

If the silver dollar had not been dropped in 
1878, then, according to the reasoning of the 
silverites, we should have resumed on the 
basis of an 88-cent dollar, and from that 
time to this would have continued to be a 
silver monometallic country, with silver all 
the whiledeclining in purchasing value, so that 
by today the dollar would have been perhaps 
worth 70 cents or less in buying power and no 
gold would have been in circulation, This is 
the kind of fool’s paradise the loss of which 
they are groaning over. They wanted to be 
in a Garden of Eden from which gold (the 
only metal mentioned before the account of 
the Fall) would have been expelled forever in 
this country. And because this was not done 
at their demand they cry out for the condi- 
tions in the days of Washington and Hamilton, 
though knowing well that silver never circu- 
lated in this country previous to 1878 except 
as fractional currency, and that since the re- 
sumption in 1878 this country has added the 
enormous sum of nearly half a billion to its 
stock of silver coin and money bullion in the 
Treasury. 

The one serious objection these Al vor mono- 
metallists ha ve to the existing currency sys- 
tem is that silver has been held up to a pari- 
ty with gold. Because the currency was not 
debased in 1879 to the 89-cent dollar level 
and gold expelled they are exasperated and 
denounce everybody supposed to be responsi- 
ble therefor as if they were deadly enemies 
of the public welfare. They are angry at the 
Bland-Allison bill because it limited the 
amount of silver coinage and at the subse. 
quent action of the government in maintain. 
ing silver at par with gold. But for these 
things the standard dollar would have been 
worth 89 cents in 1879, soon have dropped 
to 85, then to 80, gone down to 70, since 
then to 60 or less.

“SCARCITY OF GOLD ¥ EREOR. 

An article in another column, reprinted 
from the Columbia Journal, states facts 
| which completely refute the claim by the sil- 
verites that gold is scarce and growing scarcer 
in the world. It shows that the world’s stock 
of gold coin is increasing at the rate of 31 
per cent per annum, while the accompanying 
increase of e e not exceed 1 per 
cent. 

The United States mints coined $34,787,- 
000 in gold last year, which is 244 per cent 
of the total money circulation in the country. 
Besides this our mints manufactured $23,- 
290,000 in gold bars last year, which 
amounted practically toa still further aug- 
mentation of the gold coinage, since a con- 
siderable proportion of Ahose gold bars are 
exported in the adjustment of foreign trade 
balances and thus do the work of gold coin. 
If no account be taken of these bars the 
gold increase in the circulation would still 
exceed that of the population, and also the 
recent gate of increase in the volume of 
business, 

For the fifteen years ending with 1887 the 
world’s average annual product was $103,- 
925,000, but the average since then has been 
$119,638,000 per year, and the yield of last 
year was $130,816,000, a figure exceeded by 
only five years in the early ‘fifties, when gold 
was poured eut in abundance from tho newly 
discovered mines in California and Australia. 
From 1492 to 1850 the world’s yearly prod- 
‘uct of gold had an average value of only 
$8.815,000, and the average since 1851 has 
been $114,176,000. 

It would not matter to the silverites if the 
quantity of gold available were ten times as 
great, so long as it was worth more than the 
nominal par of silver 371 grain dollars. 
They would then want, as they want now, 
to expel the gold and substitute for it 
the cheaper silver, and this they have 
the effrontery to call bimetallism 
Insisting there, is not enough money they 
would drive out all the gold in this country, 
some 500 millions, and substitute silver in its 
place. They do not stop to consider that it 
would take a billion of their 54-cent dollars 
to do the work that can be done by a lit- 
tle more than 500 millions of the gold, and 
that after they had added a billion of the sil- 
ver dollars to the circulation there would be 
less actual money capital for the uses of busi- 
ness than just before the gold was driven out 
by the adoption of their crazy-quilt scheme. 

If these Populists were really the bimetal- 
lists they pretend to be amd desired to have 
the two metals work together as money, they 
would insist upon making a silver dollar that 
would be equal in value to the gold dollar. 
They would see that the plan proposed 
by Secretary Windom¢ to buy the silver 
at its commercial value and redeem it 
on the same basis is the only one on 
which silver can be utilized for mioney in 
company with gold. They would be willing 
to have sufficient grains of the silver used to 
be worth $1 instead of 54 cents. But their 
bimetallic pretension is a false one, They 
are so utterly opposed to bimetallism that 
they gro as red in the face as boiled lobsters 
when they hear a proposition urged to 
maintain the gold standard of values, 
and fly up like tiger cats at the common 
sense recommendation to strengthen the gold 
reserves in the Treasury for the purpose of 
maintaining the integrity and parity of the 
currency. They exhaust all the vituperative 
epithets in the English language to abuse the 
advocates of honest money, because such ad- 
vocacy is opposed to their cheap 54-cent 
dollar scheme which they thigk would give 
them good enough money with which to pay 
debts, taxes, and labor.“ They want to be 
allowed to pay one-half of what they owe and 
keep the rest while retaining all the property 


dollars and fight every sensible proposi- 
tion for restoring confidence and relieving 
the financial stringency. That is why 
they desire to expel all the gold 
from circulation, on the false plea that it is 
scarce and growing scarcer, and to establish a 
silver monometallism in which two dollars 
would be required to do the work that can be 
done with one par dollar; they would shrink 
up the value of all the deposits in all the 
banks by 50 per cent and wreck the business 
prosperity of the country. 


SENATE’S ROTTEN MINORITY RULE. 

The only reason why the United States can- 
not free itself in a few days from the danger 
of a drop to a depreciated silver standard, a 
sweeping confiscation of credits, and a paraly- 
sis of industry in every form is that it has de- 
parted from the principle of majority rule on 
which the government was based, The major- 
ity of the people of this country want to put 
their monetary system on a sound basis. A 
minority intrenched in the Senate and having 
power disproportionate to numbers says that 
the majority shall not rule. 

The five mining States of Montana, Nevada, 
Colorado, Wyoming, and Idaho have a total 
population of 742,000, or barely half that 
of Chicago, and ten Senators. The State of 
New York with 6,000,000 people, or over 
eight times as many, has two Senators, The 
decaying, moribund, impotent State of Ne- 
vada, with its 45,000 people, has two Senators, 
while this city, with over a million and a half, 
has only its one-third share in the two Sena- 
tors who represent the four anda half millions 
of Illinois. The so nty and grandeur of 
Nevada are represented by two free silver 
howlers who swear that the Sherman law 
shall not be repealed and the currency made 
stable, as they will prevent a vote on the ques- 
tion in the Senate and they threaten to gabble 
for weeks to hinder a vote being taken. The 
eight other Senators from the mountain States 
say they will follow a similar obstructive pol- 
icy. 

New York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Illinois, and Ohio, with twenty-two millions 
of people, one-third of the popula- 
tion of the whole United States, are to be 
dictafed to by the five little States mentioned 
above, which have only three-quarters of a 
million all told! This state of things is not 
Democratic nor Republican. 

When the Constitution was formed it seemed 
impossible to avoid the admission of Rhode 
Island or Delaware on an equal footing with 
New York and Virginia. It was a dreadful 
error, however, toadmit at a later day, with no 
compulsion, States which it must have been 
known never could have a population large 
enough to entitle them on any equitable 
basis to two Senators or even to one.

The essays he might write upon these alleged 
specimens of the fine arts Would be quite as 
remarkable as the pictures themselves, And 
yet under the John Boyd Thacher idiotic sys- 
tem there is no reason why every daub in the 
Illinois Building should not be recommended 
„for excellence.“ The World's Fair is a big 
thing, but in no respect ia it bigger than in 
the display of ignorance which has been man- 
ifested in treating the arte, beginning with 
Lannan and ending with Thacher, They have 
succeeded in earning the contempt of paint- 
ers, sculptors, and musicians the world over. 
Meanwhile the artists on the jury in the Fine 
Arts Department are to be commended for 
r resolution to do their work in their own 
way. Even if Mr. John Boyd Thacher throws 
it out, they have done their duty in a common- 
sense way, preferring possible nasa to 
idiocy. 


MORE NATIONAL | BANK NOTES. 

The decline in the price of United States 
bonds has reached a point at which the na- 
tional banks can see a profit uy issuing ‘circu- 
lation against them. This fact has induced 
some of the more prominent banks to. in- 
crease their circulation from the minimum 
limit at which it now stands, and it is believed 
that soon about $10,000,000 will be added 
to the New York supply of currency from this 
cause. There is room for a much iatger ex- 
pansion; as the saving banks. of that State 
hold over $100,000,000 of these . bonds, all 
of which could be used by the national banks. 
Already orders have been placed with the 
Controller of the Currency for a portion of 
the new bills and some of the banks have 
bought their bonis preparatory to depositing 
them in Washington, 

A still further augmentation of the volume 
of currency could be effected safely by Con- 
gress authorizing the banks to issue. notes up 
to the face value of the bonds deposited, in- 
stead of 90 per cent, as now. That would add 
$20,000,000 to the’ circulation at one. In 
addition to this the President should sell 
$100,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds for gold, 
and put the proceeds into the redemption fund 
to protect the parity of the $800,000,000 of 
currency notes now outstanding. Then the 
men who have gold hidden away out of sight 
would bring it forth for the purchase of those 
bonds, being assured of interest on un- 
doubted security instead of letiihg their gold 
lie idle without earning any income. The 
banks would get hold of most of those bonds 
and issue notes thereon. The money dead- 
lock would thus be broken quickly and ease 


in the money market be the immediate conse- 


quence, and good times would thus be quickly 
restored. 

The foolish silver monometallists, who are 
talking about the scarcity of money as & reason 
for injecting more half value silver dollars 
into the circulation, would then find they had 
been orating through their hats, and would 
have to subside because the utter tallacy of 
their claim would be proven, quickly and 
completely, If they would not acknowledge

There 
wag ex-Congressman Pierce of Tennessee, a 
Southern Democrat, who vituperatively as- 
sailed President Cleveland; and Houghton 
of Pennsylvania, another Democrat, who

COLORADO SILVER CERTIFICATE SCHEME 
It is proposed that the State of Colorado 
shall establish a waréhouse for the storage of 
silver and issue thereon State certificates of 
various denominations, the same to be re- 
ceivable for taxes. If this should be done the 
silverites would find out mighty soon” what 
is the value of such paper. They would dis- 
cover that what they call a dollar’s worth of 
silver (for undoubtedly they would insist on 
certification of a dollar for each 871 grains 
of the pure metal) would buy only about half 
as much as can be bought with gold dollars 
or with silver dollars the parity of which 
with gold is sustained by the United States 
Treasury. The dollar issued by the General 
Government would be worth two of the dol- 
lars guaranteed by the State of Colorado to 
be redeemed in Hilver, and soon the State 
would be obliged to double its rate of taxa- 
tion, because it could not pay its way with the 
same number of dollars each of half standard 
value as before the change went into effect. 
The result would be a speedy disproving of 
the claim made by the Colorado silver 
shriekers. If they resolved to tuke these new 
dollars at par, and to regard as traitors to the 
cause every man who refused to so take them 
in exchange for goods or in payment of debts, 
the resolve would be equally powerless with 
that made by certain bankers and merchants 
a little more than thirty years ago that they 
would receive at par till after the “close of 
the war certain Western bank bills. But they 
broke that promise very quickly. The silver 
monometallists might refuse to pay debts to 
any one who would not accept the half value 
dollars as if they were full value, but they could 
not force anybody to sell property without tak- 
ing into full congiderationin naming the price 
the change in the value of the dollar unit. 
Seeing their money going at half value, as 
compared with the national money circulating 
in all the other States, they might then be 
able to understand that the United States 
would be equally powerless to raise these half 
value dollars to par under free coinage while 


‘all the rest of the civilized world refused to 


accept them at more than their commercial 
bullion value. 

If the proposed action were taken the peo- 
ple of Colorado might be worse off than now, 
seeing that they never have been able to ob- 
tain for their silver more than its bullion value. 
But they might gain in intelligence. The 
result might help them to appreciate a little 
better than they seem to do now the wide gap 
between the real purchasing power of 871 
grains of pure silver and the theoretical value 
of the same which they are trying to force 
upon the Nation at large. But they would 
gain nothing that is not proposed for them by 
the Windom plan, which they affect to despise. 
Under the operation of that plan they would 
be allowed for their silver all that it is really 
worth, with no objection interposed to their 
increasing the market price by seeking ‘and 
finding an enlarged use for silver tn the arts, 
as well as by using it for a legitimate basis of 
credit up to the limit of its full market value, 
and the certificafe note issued against it would 
be redeemed in silver at its full value in gold 
or in gold coin, at the option of the govern- 
ment. 


ADVICE TO M’CREARY, 

Representative McCreary of Kentucky has 
planted himself on the currency platform of 
his party. He says he favors the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law, and that he will 
not make up his mind as to what he wants 
after repeal until he has heard from Mr. 
Cleveland. If he follows the advice of the 
latter he will not go far astray. MoCreary 
also observes that the Republican party 
first commenced its war on silver in 1873, 
when it demonetized it.“ This is an izicor- 
rect and an unnecessary observation. The 
Republicans no more demonetized silver in 
1873 than did the Democrats. It was a purely 
non-partisan measure, which no one opposed 
and all voted for. Those who are now silver 
cranks did not oppose it then, for they had 
no idea then that in five years the gold value 
of the silver dollar would be 11 cents below 
that of the paper dollar. Had they foreseen 
what was coming they would have fought 
against demonetization as zealously as they 
fought for free coinage in 1878, when they 
saw that free silver would give them cheaper 
dollars by 11 per cent with which to cheat 
their labor and their creditors, The law of 
1878 was a non-partisan one, and so was that 
of 1878. So, too, should be the legislation of 
1898. Patriotic and honest Democrats and 
Republicans should work together to make 
the currency safe and maintain its parity 
with the best money, and those Democrats 
who are sincere in their professions of attach- 
ment to sound money will let the dead past 
alone and devote themselves exclusively to the 
living necessities of the present.

ADVICE TO OATES OF ALABAMA, 
Congressman Oates (Dem.) of Alabama 
looks for the repeal of the Sherman law 
with a condition that will provide for the free 
coinage of silver at an increased ratio.

It would be better still if Mr. Oates 
instead of mentioning ratios at all were to 
see that the only way in which more silver 
can be utilized without having to be upheld 
by gold redemption is by the adoption of the 
plan suggested by the late Seeretary Windom. 
With that plan in foree any amount of silver 
can be put into circulation with safety, no 
matter what the fluctuations of the commer- 
cial ratio may be. There will always be be-
